He still ex pressed a hope that ho would 
recover, but requested Ills wife, in rase ho 
should die, to have him buried in Lex ington, 
in the valley of Virginia. 
HLs ex haustion 
increased so rapidly that at 11 o’clock Mrs. 
J ackson knelt by his bod and told him that 
before the sun went down he would l*> with 
his Savior. 
He replied: “ O, no! 
You are frightened 
my child. 
Death is not so near. 
I may y et 
get well.” 
She fell upon the bed weeping bitterly , 
and again told him, amid her tears and sobs, 
that the phy sicians declared that there was 
no longer any hope for his recovery . 
THE FAMILY PHYSICIAN’S DECISION, 
After a moment’s jwiuse he asked her to 
call the family phy sician. 
“ Doctor,” ho said, as the phy sician entered 
the room, “ Anna informed me that y ou have 
told her I am to » lie to-day . 
Is it so ?” 
When he was answered in the affirmative, 
he turned his sunken ey es toward the wiling 
and gazed for a moment or two as if in in­ 
tense thought, then looked at the friends 
about him and said softly : 
“ Very good, very good; it is all right.” 
x 
Then turning to his heartbroken wife he 
tried to comfort her. 
lie told her that there 
was much he desired to tell her but that he 
sy &s too weak for the undertaking. 
Col. Pendleton, one of the officers of his 
staff, came into the room about 1 o’clock. 
Gen. Jackson asked him: 
“ Who is preaching at tho headquarters to­ 
day ? ” 
“ When told in reply that tho whole army 
was pray ing for him, he replied: 
“ Thank God! they are very kind.” Then 
he added: “ It is the Lord's day ; my wish is 
fulfilled. 
I have alway s desired to die oil 
Sunday . ” 
TALKING IN HIS DELIRIUM. 
Slowly his mind !>egnn to fail and wander, 
and he frequently talked in his delirium as if 
in command of his army oil the field of bat­ 
tle. 
He would give orders to his aides in his 
old way , and then the scene was changed. 
He was nt the mass table in conversation 
with menders of his staff; now with his wife 
and child; now at pray ers with his military 
family . 
Occasional intervals of a return of 
his mind would appear, and during one of 
.them the phy sician offered the dy ing man 
some brandy and water, but ho declined it, 
say ing: 
“ it will only delay my departure and do 
no good, 1 want to preservo my mind t<> the 
last, if possible," 
A few moments l>oforo the end arrived tho 
dy ing warrior cried out in his delirium: 
“ Order A. P. Hill to prepare for action!” 
•Pass th o infantry to the front rapidly !” 
“ Tell Maj. Hawks 
” then his voice was 
•ilent and the sentence remained unfinished. 
An instant later a smile of ineffable sweet­ 
ness and purity spread itself over Ids . aim, 
pale face, and then looking upo.ird and 
sligkaT raising his hands, he said qu; ily and 
with an ex pression of relief: 
“ Let us cross over the river and rest under 
the shade of the trees ” 
And then without sign of struggle or of 
pain his spirit passed away .—Detroit Free

a furrow through 8t. Louis had it struck 
the city instead of the town. 
The greatest 
structures of stone and iron will, in my opin­ 
ion, melt like wax in fire when the vortex 
reaches them. 
New York, with it« great en­ 
vironment« and its millions of people, may 
suffer when it least ex pects. 
I never see the 
Brookly n bridge that I don’t think what a 
splendid target it would make for a tornado. 
That vast framework of steel and iron will 
Is? tom from its piers and hurled into the 
East river if the vortex ever strikes i t ” 
“ Are tornadoes increasing or decreasing? ” 
“ Neither. 
There is no change, no pros­ 
pect of change, that wo can see in the fre­ 
quency of them or in their violence. 
As 
this country ' lx *eomes thickly settled the 
losses are greater, lr*cause there is more to 
destroy in tin* path. 
Where a few y ears ago 
the tornado cloud spent its fury on unoccu­ 
pied prairies or in forests, now it sweeps over 
cities, valley s and farms.” 
“ You mean to say that y ou look ahead and 
figure on a specified number of tornadoes in 
a given period? ” 
THE AVERAGE IN MAINTAINED. 
“ Precisely . 
From the data we have wo 
confidently look for about 160 of these visita­ 
tions each y ear. 
There are theories held that 
as the western country undergoes transfor­ 
mation through settlement the atmospheric 
conditions art? changing so as to affect the 
numlx *r and force of these whirling clouds. 
Our records and observations do not show 
such result^ 
“ You remember, went on the lieutenant, 
“ what took place at Grinnell, that beautiful 
Iowa town, in 1872. 
The cloud encountered 
in succession three great stone and brick 
structure« of the college and leveled them 
with the ground. 
Did that break up the 
vortex ? Not at all. 
The cloud swept on 
with strength enough after that mighty 
wrestling-nmteh to lift up a six ty -ton engine 
and a train of freight cars, scattering them 
out upon tho prairie. 
It continued its course 
for miles before it gave evidence of lessening 
fury . 
"No,” said the lieutenant, “ we can’t build 
big enough or strong enough above ground 
to defy the tornado. 
Wo have material evi­ 
dence. and we have mathematical deductions 
to demonstrate this. 
We can figure out a 
whirling velocity of 2,000 miles an hour for 
the movement about the vortex . 
Conceive 
of that if y ou can. 
It means a force equiva­ 
lent to our atmospheric pressure of fifteen 
pounds to tlu; square inch. 
Let me apply an 
air pump to the capitol there and remove 
this natural pressure of th» * atmosphere, and 
how long do y ou supjx ise it would l*e before 
that massive pil» * tumbl'd into a heap? And 
y et here is an equivalent ferco turned loose 
to ex ecute its freaks." 
“ What an* y ou going to do about it? Has 
the signal service a remedy ? ” 
EXPERIMENTS SUGGEST RELIEF. 
“ Not a remedy ex actly , but a plan to warn 
people when and where tornadoes may Ix i 
ex jw‘(*t»*<l. 
Wo can not prevent destruction 
of projH*rty , but we can give warning, so 
>hnt loss of life and injury to body may be 
t verted.” 
“ This is feasilJ e? ” 
"Yes; wo have tested the matter and sat- 
Lstied ourselves that we can do it. 
For two 
seasons wo have lx *on einx 'rimenting. 
Our 
work- lw'gan in March, 1 km, and was con­ 
tinued through tw» > tornado seasons, ending 
last month. 
The country esjx *eially subject 
to tornado 
formations was divide« ! into 
eight***‘!i tornado districts, averaging about 
l(Ki mile - square, and each of the districts 
was «*nt into four parts.
